A, It is true the Fourth was by the Ancients 
counted a Concord, bur yet not abfolutely fo. For 
it was and is a Dilcord alfo. But this with diffe- 
rent refpects. From the Ancient Divifion of the 
Octave into the Harmonical and Arithmetical Pro- 
cels, call’d alfo Authentic and Plagal, we think 
we may gather the Determination of this Curious 
Queftion. The sa: ee Harmonical runs thus,

In rhe Fist Proce’s running Direct with 
the Concords arifing from the Ground, viz3 1ft. 
3d, sth. and Sth. here the gth. can have no 
Allowance ; bur is pafs<i over as a Difcord. But 
asthe Nature of Maujic/, requires an Ecchoora Re- 
dex Movement as well as a Direct ; fo in the full 
Procels of Compofition there ought to be a regard 
to, and reckoning of the Concords backwards,

which double Procefs, or return from the Octave 
ahove co the Original or Ground Note again, the 
Ditcords are wrought off, and the whole variety 
of Nores taken into the Compofition, And in this 
ReHex: Movement reckoning the Concords down- 
wards from the Eighth (as {uppote g ). above; that 
which was a Fourth to the Ground Note (or ¢ be-

For H!uftration of the Nature of the Fourth 
which only of all the Seven is of both kinds Con- 
cord and Difcord too, or if you will, Hermaphro- 
dite of both Scxes in one, we may confider the 
Seven Nores of Maufick as bearing an Analogy cf 
the Seven Planets, and bearing a like Figure in che 
Sphere of Harmony, with what they do in the 
Heavens. The Fourth then or middle Note in its 
double Capacity, as Harmoniz‘d, is as the Sun or 
Centre ; which by Concentration of the Influences 
and Powers, of the other Six Harmonies and 
Works of the Jarrs of rheir Malignant and Fiery 
Afpects intro Serenity and Benignity, and brings 
the conrrarity of the Four-Elemental Properties in 
co a Quintreffential Union. Hence is it thar Apollo 
is called the God of Harmony. 

Yet further, The Fifth'is called the Sweeteft of 
Concords ; andalfo by tome the Number of Love. 
And with this regard the Fourth, not yet reaching the 
Nature of the Fifth or the Love-Concord, bears a 
peculiar Analogy ro the Cafe of a Future Bride, bur 
yet under her Firtt Courifhip, and at firft Cppo- 
fite Recufant and Tergiverfanr,-till by orderly Pro- 
cefs fhe may become round upon again with fuil
